tage taken fo thinges herein alredy paſt,noz anyher honeſt and quiet ſubtectes to be en 
tangled with the lyke hereafter fo: lacke of admonition tn due tyme : wylleth and earneſfs 
lye chargeth allmaner of perſons, to fozbeare vtterly from the vſeo2 dealing withany ſuch 
ſeditious bookes,made oz tranſlated by any perſon, contayning matter derogatozie tothe 
ſoueraigne eſtate of her Mateſtie,o2 tmpugning the ozders and rites eſtabliſhed by lawe foz 
Chziſtianreligton and deuine ſerutce within this Kealme, oz ofherwyſe ſtyzring and nous 
riſhing matter tending to ſedition: and that ſuch as alredy haue any of the ſayde bookes, 
ſhall pzeſent, 02 cauſe to be pzeſented the ſayde bookes, within twentie andepght dayes af- 
tcr the publiſhing of this pzoclamation, to the byſhop of the dioceſle, oz ozdinarie of the 
place,and to receaue of hym a teſtimontall of the tyme of the deliuerie thereof;and without 
erpreſle licence in wzyting of the ſayde byſhop oz ozdinarie, oz ſome archbyhop, oz other 
byſhop ofthe Uealme, not to kepe oz reade any ſeditious bookes, vpon payne of her Pate- 
ſties greeuous indignation, and to be punithed ſeyerely, as the qualitte and circumſtaun- 
ces of the offence {hall require and deſerue,

CLE DID! long as it is come to the Nueenes Mateſties vnderſtandyng, by 


$28 maner of marchauntes,haue afterwanrde by ſinilter meanes chaunged their 
h JEN rade,and armed them ſelues fo; the ware : omeothers haue ſecretly ftollen 

> SST L#$\[out of obſcure places, with a pzetence in theſe troubleſome tymes, that are 
ſeene aſwell eaſtwarde betwirt the kingdome of Denmarke # Sweden, and thetr adherentes,as weſtwarde 
in the domintons of Fraunce, both lamentable to beholde, to ſerue on the Seas either on the one part oz 
the other, and yet in deede haue at length directed them ſelues from all lefull ſeruice of warres, to lyue as 
pirates, robbyng and ſpoylyng al maner of honeſt marchauntes of euery nation without difference, whom 
they are able toſubdue, Foz remedy wherof, although her Matieſtie hath of late tyme geuen certapne 
ſtrayte ozders though all her poztes, that no maner of perſons, other then knowen marchauntes, ſhoulde 
be ſuffered to ſell oz diſtribute any maner of wares oz marchaundiſes in any her poztes, noz that any with- 
inher Kealme ſhould vittayle,oz otherwiſe relieue any maner of perſon any wife to be ſuſpected of piracie. 
Yet nowe vpon theſe newe complayntes,her Mateſtie findyng that therby hath folowed no ſuch ful remedy 
as was loked fo2: foz that purpoſe her Maieſtie hath thought meete to deuiſe 4 publilſbe by her pzoclamation 
ſome further effectual remedy, Ind therfoze doth ſtraptly charge # comaunde al maner her ſubiectes,to foz- 
bearefrom aydyng 02 receauyng of any pirate,o2any perſon hauyng not lefull auctozitie from her Waieftie, 
o2 not beynga knowen marchaunt,by contractyng, bying, ſellyng. oz exchaungyng. 02 by vittaylyng of 
them o2 any of thetr compante, whereby they oz any of them ſhalbe the moze enhabled to returne to the 
Deas to commit anp piractie 02 diſo2der, vpon payne fo2 ſo doyng to be puniſhed pzeſentlp, as the pzincipall 
offendours and pirates ought to be, And furthermoze, whoſoener ſhall herafter arme oz pzepare any veſſel 
to the ſea,ercept it be ſuch as ſhall by her Maieſties auctozitie be ſpecially appoynted to kepe the Seas, as 
her Mateſtfe nowe ts occaſioned to do fo2 ſoine other reſpectes, oz ſuch as ſhall haue expeſle licence andper- 
miſſion by her Maieſtie:the ſame ſhall gene knowledge to the officers of the poztes of their whole furniture, 
who thal duelp ſearche and viſite the ſame, to the intent to tay ſuch perſons as apparauntly fhalbe ſo furs 
nithed foz the warres,and not fo:- marchaundile oz fiſhyng. Ind if there ſhalbe any maner of ſuſpition,that 
the ſayde perſon though he ſhall pzetende to trade foz marchaundiſe oz fiſhyng,hath oz may haue any intent 
by his pzouilions 02 furniture,otherwile then to vie the trade of marchandiſe,oz fiſhing: that tn ſuch caſe of 
ſuſpition,the officers of the po:tes (hall fay,and no wile ſuffer the ſame to paſle to the Seas, without good 
bandes by ſufficient ſuerttes fir{ had, to vie nothyng but a lefull trade of marchaundife oz fiſhyng. Ind yf 
the officers ſhall ſuffer any perſon otherwike to repaire to the Seas then aboue is mentioned, they ſhall noc 
only aunſwere foz any piracies which any ſuch perſon ſhall chaunce thereafter to do vpon the Sea: but ſhall 
| ſuffer impziſonment vneyll che offendours may be appzehended, if they ſhalbe lynyng. Ind generally her 
Waieſtte declareth and denounceth all ſuch pirates and rouers vpon the Seas to be out of her pzotection, 
andlefully to be by any perſon taken, puniſhed, andſuppzeſled withextremitte,
